TIME HAS COME TO GET
BUSY ABOUT THE BIG FAIR

It Wil Take Fully Flve Years to Develop
the Plane and Carry Them
Out Successfully

HE summer is almost eoded and the 1026

World Fair project has not progrossed
much beyond the appointment of eommit-
tees, It must be speeded up if the thing
in to be put through on.time

Little can b# done untfl a competent
director is meloeted. He can bring the tun-
glod endn together and get things moving,
The mun chosen should be young enough to
atand the work, big enough to linkgine
greatly, energetic snough to push the project
through, magnetie enough to communicate
his enthusinsm to others and diplomatie
enough to induee all to work in bharmony
toward a single end.

One or two men big enongh for the job
have heen mentioned, but so far ns s known
they have not been approached by any one
with authority to enter inta negotintions
with them. This matter ean be settled in
Augnat ns well as in September.  The sooner
It In done the sooner will the project begin
to take shupe.

Bt before going any further we should
get rid of the word “sepqui-ecentennial’’ in
onr talk of the falr. The college graduates
who have taken m classical course know
what it means, but to the great mass of
people it conveys no more meaning than
“sesquipedalian.’’

If we tallk about the falr as a eslebration
of the 150th anniversary of the adoption of
tha Declaration of Indepsndence, let us my
160th anniversary, and then every one will
know what we have {n mind,

The Chicagoana did not eall the fair
1803 the quatro-centennial of the discovery
of Ameriea, but the Columblan Falr. The
sehool children knew who Columbua was
and the ndults had not forgotten, so thers
was universal appreciation of the event
commemornted.

It can be called the Independence Falr,
the Philadeiphia Fair, the World Falr or
the Poace Fair-—peace should be secured by
1920—but it does not matter mueh what
it is called so long ns the nnme by which
it fa to be known is simple and casily un-
deratood

Then comes the selection of a site. Tha
rxperience of other citles ahould be helpful
here,  Rinee the famous Centennial Fair,
named sn simply that {ts significance was
at onee ovident, there have been great fairs
in Chiragn and San Francisco and St
Lonis. to name only three.

These expositions demonstrated the Im-
portance of having the site accessible from
the heart of the eity. Accessibility, then,
shonld be the firat consideration.

This does not necessarily mean that it
should be in the heart of the ecity, though
an excellent site there has been proposed.
But it does mean that the visitors should
not be compelled to tnke a long ride from
their homes or from their hotels before they
can reach the gates.

If the site chosen is wueh that a consid-
erghle part of the develupment of it enn he
in the form of permanent improvements
there will be fustificntion for a more gen-
erous approprintion of money by the city
thau if the improvements were all to be for
the enjnyment of the public during a single
summer,

No eo-operation from the Natlonal Gov-
ernment, from the other States or from
foreign Governments can be expected until
the City of Philadelphin has guaranteed itw
gand faith by making a generous approprin-
tion on Its own account and until ire eftl-
zenos have underwritten a considerable part
of the expense for geiting the work started,

The solicitation of contributions of £10
from every one s all very well in its way,
hut it will take more than £10 contributions
to provide an adequate sum

While these preliminaries are belng ar
ranged the campnign of publieity should be
arganized—n campalgn which should cover
the whole warld, not only for the purpose
of ereating that populnr sentiment which
will justify forelgn Governments in erecting
buildings on the grounds, but for the pur-
pose of exeiting the interest of the hun-
dreds of thouspunds of forsigners who will
take adeantage of the fulr for making a visit
to the T"nited States,

Now, with the series of raids and arrests
Just completed fn Camden and neighboring
counties and in some of the shore com-
munitics, the new law Is likely to be put
to practical tests. Thus far it appears to
work extraordinarily well.

Judges in New Jersay may try prohibl-
tion cases with or without juries. ‘That
right represents the desire of thowe who
framed and passed the law to recognize the
validity of elrcumatantial evidenee whieh,
onturally enough, figures large in every
prosecution nnder the Prohibition Law, and
to justify decisions inapired by moral cer-
tainty,

The extrome penalty for first offenders in
n owix months' jall sentence accompanled by
a 8500 fine. Rut the far harsher punish-
ment which may ba meted out to second
offendors is what may put a sudden chock
on flagrant violation of the Foedernl and
State Ligquor Laws, Even a hardened boot-
legger fa not lkely to weleome the prospect
of six months in je.l. Yet many of those
canght In the recent ralds fn Camden County
are Hable to far heavior sentences, since
they were convieted befors.

In the end the Jersey dry law will be
about as officient ns the Judges desire to
make It, Moat of the Judges who have sat
hitherts at whisky trinls seem to be fully in
earnest,  Trinls are swift and devold of
nongense.  And the maximum sentences are
usually pronouneced.

WHAT HARDING WANTS

ECAUSE no nation ean put aside its

excess armament potll It first revises
the policies which make heavy armament
necessary ; because, in o word, a Government
cunnot disarm in renlity until it first dia-
nrms in apicit, President Harding hag been
inxlating firmly that the new conference for
pence must be held in Washington withaut
any prellminary and semi-seeret agreements
such an a minority of Powers might arrive
at through “‘informal’’ preparatory discus-
sions among themselves,

The conference for disarmament can
actually bs one in which every nation, big
and littls, which now is in doubt or fear or
uncertainty or a warlike mood, might ult-
mately submit {ta grievances or ita claims
for ratlonal and peaceful consideration and
wottlement. Such treatment of major in-
ternational {ssuss will be s necessary pre-
liminary te any useful program of disarma-
ment. No one knows this better than the
President and the Powers with whom he
has to deal,

Chief Juatice Taft in the opening addreas
at the new Institute of Politica at Williams
College—which, by the way, I8 an experi-
ment in advanced education that is sure to
attract n great denl of general attention as

time passes—clenrly expressed aims and
purposes similar to those which setunte
Mr., Harding and Mr., Hughes. Oddly

enough, Mr. Taft drew, In the course of
his discussion of International afafrs, on
knowledge which he gnined as n satudent of
lnbor conditions nnd a labor conct!lator in
the war perind. He had found, he said, that
when two parties fn any contest of motives
sit down and review the case coolly and
with open minds each growe wiser by a
study of the other's contentions and difi-
eultien, Each grows more liberal and more
Renerons.,

“What wo need," said Mr. Taft, *is
something ke n system of internationnl eol-
Ieetive bargaining.'” That in just what the
United States has been hoping to establish
at the Washington conference, But agres-
ments of the sort which must precede an
abatement of armament rivalries certainly
would not be possible if the Powers whose
strength and resources are greatest should
#it down and formulate their demands in
advance and then call in the weaker nations
to sign on dotted lines,

AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT |

The Informal Interview, 8klllfutly|
Practiced In France, Has Women,
Its Ploneers In Thia Country,
an Succesaful Exponents

By SARAH D, LOWRIE

I AM continually being asked f 1t fs not
veri difficult to get the materinl that goes
to make up this column, seelng that 1 am
very little down st the newspaper office,
where news items of Importance of all sorts
are flowing In. 1 cortainly miss a good deal
of interesting talk as well as news by not
being mueh where reporters *‘most do eon-
gregate,” and I admire the art and the
cloverly eoncealed labor that gt to maks
up & good Journalistie Interview, but what
comes my way s nlso of value, chiefly be-
cause It comes by its own Initintive and has
at least the grace of unhurried spontaneity,

People have their minds on this column
when they talk of their great interests or
occupations that they wish to share In some
sense with the general publie, and what the
say they hope or intend shall filter throug
to that publle, but the conversation gen-
erally takes place in such surroundings and
subject to such unbusxinesslike interrupilon
and diversions that they nre at once less cut
and dried and more frankly natural, As n
consequence, though it is perhaps tacitly un-
derstood between us that I am a trustee of
thelr tdeas—pro tem.—until 1 deliver them
over to the publie, the facts are not come hy
in an interview, but in the course of a
general conversation; and unless figures or
dates or names are juvolved nothing I
written down, and my position I8, for the
purposés of the honr, nothing more than one
of an finterested group of casunl talkera
more or less engaged In genernl discusslon.
I DU not think that this form of fournal-

ism is as well known or ps skilifully or
generally practiced in this country as in
France, and it hos always seemed to me that

the Philadelphin I'vnuie Lenoer sel the
pnee  years ago for that very distinctive
aranch of pubiie service in Amerien. And

M, Cornellus Stevenson, ns P'eggy Shippen,
hins made a very unique place for the woman
Journalist by her dally column in that she
has been able to keep her own personal
values afid those of the persons she writas
nbout, and at the same time she glves noth-
ing to the general public that did not helong
to it. Bhe Is like a person who reads a
letter out loud before a roup of persons that
include others hesides lfl. family, and man-
ages to skip the detalls only meant by the
writer for the family without an Apparent
break In the wenwe. As a consequence she
hins been able to lead a vere varted and in-
timnte wocial life and pur*.e her fupetions
an trustee or official in many semi-private
organizations, and yet {n her journalism she
lins nevar been interesting to her large group
of readers at’ the expense of lier large group
of friends,

Thera have been other men and women
journnlists In this country who have fol-
lowed her wise example, but they have all of
them—so far ns Philadelpbla is concerned—
reaped the benefit of the quiet understand-
ing which she has {mperceptibly arrived at
with the general public. She has done for
the short, personal editorial and interview
in this city among women what the Irwins
did among head mistresses of private schools.
She gave the positlon publicity  without
losing any dl‘]nll.;, and she proved that the
art of journnllsm for women can be cor-
bined with other dutfes not less broadening.
The fact that she does not slgn her name
to her column has never from the first few
years, 1 suppose, been meant to blind any
one,

NOTHER very notable woman who has

given the luster of a great ersonality
to editorial writing In Philadelphia, byt
who, outside n very llmited eircle, remained
to the end of her days “incog.'’ ko far as her
newspaper work went, was Rohecon Harding
Davis.  Her hushand was, of course, wideiy
kuown for his editorinl work on the Ponue
LenGer, and for many yenrs during the
Charles Warburton ownership he was one of
the editorinl writera on the Evening Tele-
graph. Her sons, Richard Harding Davls
and Chnrles Relmont Davis, of course, mada
reputations of thelr own ns journalists and
novelists; and Mrs. Davis, both for whnt
she wrote for children in the great early
nxs of St. Nicholns and her more fugitive
stories and essays of Inter years, haid a wide
place In American letters, but in the latar
vears of her life she wrote regular editorinls,
which wera unsigned and unacknowledged.
This was from o feeling on her part, 1
Judged-—from her Impatient words on the
subject—rthat if they were known to be the
opinion of a woman they would have lesn
value to the public that reads the news-
papers,

Vomen were not then supposed to hava
the Information or the judielal minds to
form opininns on the sublects fit for edi-
torinl writing of the gravely responslble
wort, She was well aware that she Ihru! tha
requisites for the work or she would cer-
tainly not have undertaken It even under the
pressure of the editors-in-chief who tusisted
on her help, but she thought of herself nx
being rather the exception In the matter of
Journalistie lore, not so much, 1 fancy, be-
cause of her personal acumen as from the
clreumstances of her life.

And indeed her life was an exceptional
one hoth for its {uterests and its friendships.

Y PERSONAL contact with her came

when I was o young glrl and she was o
snil nnd somewkhat erippled old woman. So
that the varled experlences that had mnde
up her Hfe and the foteresting personalities
that Liad peopled It [ knew about chiefly
from hearsay, although to the last the fire-
side with the blue Diuteh tlles o the fong
downstales sitting room of the Davis Lousa
on Twenty-first street was & place to which
old friends from all ends of the earth and
some passing strangers came as though it
were still—In spite of her protestatlons 1o
the eontrary—the most worth-while spot to
visit (o Philadeiphia.

Yor, 1 faney, never at {ts acme of hos-
pitality waw her liouse the sort of social
Mecen that Philadeiphia quite undersgond
how to duplieate. The hours for thore in-
formul gatherings, the casual pature of the
refreshments, the Impromptu responsiveness
of the guests, the Informality of the hasts,
and nt the same time the whort shrift glven
to bores or to mere onlookers, the easy talk
of professionuls of muoy arts on the heliind-
the-seenes episodes of thelr day, the quieck,
stern, eritical talk—nol for publication—of
ane artist on another artlst's performance,
the eurions, slmost lmpattent shutting ont
of the general publie for the hour, hy thewe
jurveyors to the pleasure of general pub-
fe, und nhove all the world-wide point of
view of the travelers nnd students aud wre-
Ista and writers who, pussing thint Wiy,

On Philadelphia's Safety-First Program
q:\l"ICT\' first and safety all the time for
At our cltizens (s the motto of James T,
Cortelyou, Philadelphia’s Director of Publie
Safoety, and this is the sentiment he in striv-
ing to instill fnto the more than 7000 em-
ployes of the city who come under his
supervision,

''In the pollice department alone,’’ snld
Director Cortelyou, *‘the additfon of 250
men gnd the purchase of ninety motor-
cyeles and automobiles for the Detective

urenu, which was authorized by Councl)
aurlf in the present year, have added greatly
to the efficiency of the force as a whole, It
has probably done more than any other one
thing to cut down the tremendous erime
wave of a year ago, a manifestation of the
eriminal clngses that threatened to engulf
not only Philadelphin, but every other large
clty in the country.

‘*At present there is attached to every
polico station in the elty at least one motor
vehicle, usunlly a motoreyele with a sidecar
attachment, and this has been an Invaluable
aid in policing the elty, ‘They are of espe-
cinl walue in wsending out complnints or
‘fliers’ from headquarters. The whole city
Is inecluded In this sorviea and with the
present arrangements it s only a few min-
utes’ time before n complaint from head-
quarters §« distributed in even the mosi
remote pirts of Philadelphia,

“Another important matter {8 the en-
largement of the slgnal system In the varlous
pollce wtations, Heveral of thewe devices
are now under conslderation and the hest
wlll be instulled as soon as possible, Fventu-
ally, we intend to leve a slgnal In every
police statlon in the eity by means of whicn
wo will be able to flash out news or warn-
ings to far-off districts whera banditry or
other crimes might ba committed. ‘'he value
of this deviee to the snfety of the city is
obyious,

More Policamen Needed

“Our prineipal peed in Phitlndelphin, so
far as the police system ls concerned, in for
more patrolmen. The tercitory which must
be efficiently covered 18 very large and as
a consequence the beats are very long. W
also need additionnl teafie officers and a
connldernbile inerease In many of the distriet
statlon houses,

“Philadelphin, speaking from the popu-
Intion and the smount of territory to he
covered, 1 considerably below the other
great cfities lu this respoct.  New York, for
example, has about 12,000 policemen who
have an nggregate of not much more thaw
peventy-live miuuﬂ\ miles of territory to
cover: Philadelphila bas 2007 polleemen and
120 square miles of territory,

“The morule of the police In Philadelphin
i very ligh and I believe that it 1 not
excelled by that of uny other clty In the
ecountry,  This morale was betteved enop-
mously by the salary inerease, by which the
wen now receive 1820 a year,

“And it must not he forgotten that the
men nnd their families reccive all of this
IoLey It fs not

the bost conditioned pollee force (o the
United States, from the physieal standpoing
as well as from the viewpolots of morale
and general efficiency, To a certaln ex-
tent, this high standard of physieal per-
fectlon wns brought about in this way :

Continuous Terms of Court Needed

"It has always been a matter of regret
to me that wo do not have a continuous term
of the Criminal Courts during the summer
months, The advantages of such a pro-
cedurs are obvious,

‘‘In many cases, where immedinte ar-
rests are made, It is possible for the do-
fendant to Fet bull, even though the amount
of this bail be considerable, und the cases
ure thus, In the summer, delayed for several
monthe, This s a detriment to the interests
of the public in severnl ways.

“One of the chlef troubles {5 that between
the time of the arrest und the time of a
delayed trinl some of the witnesses disap-
pear, whereas many of the witnesses whom
we are nble to get at the time of the trial
have forgotten Important facts about the
cnge. A prompt hearing and trial for the
defendant would very maoterially decrease
the possibility of a lapse of memory on the
part of some of the witnesses and wonld
do away almost altogether with the dis-
appenvance of witnesses, which have set
free ®o muny eriminals who deserved cone
vietion,

“'Still another thing in which the Phila-
delphin pollce deprrtment has mode a name
for ftxelf 1s the fact that we nover give up
the pursuit of n eriminal no matter how long
it takes nor where we have to go to get
bim. This fs the greatest discouragement
possible for the --rnri*. and they will think
twice before committing a erime in a eity
which hns a police department with this
reputation,  There have been soveral In-
stances In the work of the Philndelphin
polies department where the men bLave
shown up in wondeeful shape in the per-
sisteney and the cleverness with which they
pursued and finally lapded their man.

“Our mottn s ‘safety first' and all the
offivinls of the Pollce Buresy have econ-
stantly in wmind that the performance of
their duties comes first and above every -
thing else no muatter what Individuals of
iuterests may be nffected by it.

“There are in all seven burenus under the
tupervision of the Department of Publis
Safety. these being the police, fire, the fire
murshal's office, the Flectrieal Bureau, ¢le-
vator Inspection, building inspection  and
boller nspection,  Each of these depart-
moents Is Intimately connected with the pub-
lle nod we are bullding up an organization
with the publie in miod as the first thing to
hl- consilered and also the interests of the
clty.

Now, take as an instance the collapse
of that butlding on Friday. Within a few
minutos of the time of the aceident a build-
Ing inspector nnd a photographer were on
the seene, the one investigating the ecausa
of the disaster and the other taking photo-
graphs of the bullding us it wos immodiately
wlter the eollapse,

“These photographs are of value hecanse
they show the building as it was fmme-
dintely after the collapse and it s thus made
fmpussible for any one Interested to make
any clinnges,  "They prevent vojust suits for
nogligenes belng brought against the eity
and we are thus enabled to place the re-
sponsibi'ity for the necident where it be
longs.  The same polley s followed in the
elevator nud boiler inspecting departments,

“About a year ngo a bullding ecollapeed
and as usual the photograplis were taken
ut once. Later it was learned that in an
effort to avold or to shift the responsibility
nn attempt bad been made to get awny with
the debris.  The parties who made thiy ef-
fort were not then awars that the elty
photographs had heen taken, bt they learned
this lnter, when It was conclusively shown
thut the respgnsibllity  rested upon  the
budlder and ol upon the negligenee of the
elty inspectors, as hnd been chavged.

“Durlog o year we refer many cases to
the city solicitor for actlon ngalnst persons
who do uot eomply with the safoty opdi.
nanees of the elty, Ton wost cases the fallure
to do so i% due to lgnorance of the require-
ments of the ordlounces nnd the owners
usually mnke the necessary chunges at once,

The Fire Department

“Great strides have been made recently
in the reorganization and equibment of the
Fire Burenu,  In 1920 we purchaved nbout
twenty-five pleces of modern motor np
paratus and specificutions hive now been
complled  for  snbout  foriy-five adiditional
pleces to be bought durlng the present year
at 8 cost of abut EN50,000

“This will motorize the department and,
with the additivn of two new stes] fire.
boats for the De'uware River, will provide
an adequnte service for the entire oty and

tho riverfront. The bouts will cost sbout
460,000 nod one of them will be Jounehed
in about ten days.'’
